The Vatican yesterday virtually 
broke off all relations with the 
Nazi German Government by with- 
drawing its Nuncio from Berlin, 
leaving only a charge d affaires to 
look after routine. 

This follows the recent persecu- 
tions of the Catholic Church by the 
Nazis, and the refusal of the Vati- 
can to rebuke Cardinal Mundelein 
of Chicago for his bitter cenuncia- 
tion of the Hitler Regime. 

Cardinal Mundelein of Chicago 
blasted the Hitler regime as a 
tyranny which was menacing mil- 
lions of religious Germans, and 
declared that Hitler was attempt- 


ing to defile the German people. 


Hitler's government replied by 
calling Mundelein a “ ster 
and demanded that the Pope rebuke 
him and apologize to the Hitler 
Government. The Vatican's re- 
fusal led to the latest break. 
POPE CANCELS TALK 
Early this week, the Pope had 
planned a speech on the Hitler re- 
lations with the Catholics, but 
cancelled his address, it was re- 
ported, because he did not wish to 
weaken his support of the Fascists 
in Spain. This was after the Nazi 
bombing of Almeria. 
Hitler’s government has instituted 
a long series of persecutions against 


all religious groups in Germany on 


the ground that they tend to weaken 
the totalitarian. character of his 
rule. Beginning with his bloody on- 
slaught against the Communist and 
Socialist Parties, and other work- 
ing class organizations, Hitler 
stamped his heel on the religious 
organizations. 

Recent trials revealed that German 
Communists and Catholics are 
working in secret with each other 
against the Hitler regime. 

Much discussion has been stirred 
by the fact that the Vatican sup- 
ports the pro-fascist forces in Spain, 
including the Nazi troops and other 
armed forces, while opposing the 
same forces in Germany.

was being given. 

But first aid was not of any 
use for many of the wounded.

“T never knew a steel plant that didn’t have guns.” 

That is Girdler’s literal statement to the press. 

It is a damning admission. Private arsenals exist in 
these United States, in defiance of all law, directed against 
the people’s liberties. They are controlled by the feudal 
lords of industry, cut-throats as vicious as any Al Capone. 

“Our company police are armed,” Girdler struttingly 


declares. 

They were these company police —the usual assortment of gun- 
men and thugs—who first fired upon the picket lines in the Ohio 
centérs. They gave the signal, so to speak, for the Chicago cops, in 
the corrupt collusion with the Republic Stee] Corpora tion. 

Six workers have ‘been killed. But how many more are to be mur- 
dered at the hands of the Girdlers and Weirs, before the American 
people, by their indignation, stop this barbarous policy of the law- 
defying steel companies?

In Michigan, during the General Motors terror, the Conference for 
the Protection of Civil Rights performed an outstanding service. It 
rallied the people of Michigan who believe in civil liberties to the de- 
tense of the auto strikers.

Chicago’s crying need is for a similar organization and for similar 
action.
